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INTRODUCTION TO VOLUME TWO. 



In this second volume of our designs, classified as to price, will be found houses ranging in cost from $1800 to $3000. Unless otherwise 
stated in description, this price does not Include plumbing, heating, fireplace finish, blinds, or mantels. Cellar is included, unless the 
descriptions call for piers or foundations only, as in case of Design No. 4. 

Ail of these designs are well arranged and practical as well as cheap. The estimates have been carefully made on prices ruling in 
the middle section of the country. In some cases these designs have been built for less than the estimated cost. They are all carefully 
planned to save trouble to the housewife, as well as to make beautiful and cheap homes, and carefully built according to plans, give the 
owner, as it is often written to us, " the prettiest house In town." 

Much of the distinctive, artistic appearance of these little cottages, as well as their graceful shape, depends upon the correctness 
with which our working plans are followed. Even the omission or alteration of a detail of a cornice, gable, porch, or window may 
entirely alter and spoil the architect's carefully-considered design. Having our own reputation In view, our working plans, details and 
specifications are drawn with a care, accuracy and clearness which makes them worth many times their cost to any one who Intends 
to build. They are drawn anew on cloth for each order. Carefully figured with sizes of doors, windows, partitions, closets— all neces- 
sary dimensions given.

OUR PLANS. 

They consist of the cellar or foundation plans, first and second floors and roof plans, front and rear and two side elevations. The 
details are large drawings, showing windows, the porch rail and posts, the cornice and mouldings, and all parts to be made at the 
mill. The specifications cover all points from the foundation to tlie finish, and the builder's contract is a fair one, which protects both 
sides and prevents mistakes or disagreements. 

Our estimates are based on the following table of prices, and where the local figures are different, an allowance should be made, 
either to make price higher or lower:— Stone work, rough, $3.50 per perch, laid. Rough lumber, $15.00 per thousand feet. Flooring, $28.00 
per thousand. Shingles, $4.50 per thousand. Lath and plaster, 'io cents a yard. Siding, $26.00 per thousand. Carpenter's labor, $3.00 a day. 

Estimates given in this book include (unless otherwise specified in description) a first class modern Job. Sheathed, lined with building 
paper, lathed and plastered, painted, and ready for occupancy. Plumbing and heating and blinds not Included, but figures are given 
with description. As price of building varies in different sections, we should be pleased to give special estimates when desired.

This compact and unique design is specially suited for a sea-side home, though it as often built for the country. While it is roomy, it 
is not straggling, the ground plan being arranged to give the greatest amount of convenience and comfort with the least expenditure. 

FIRST STORY. 

A porch runs along the front of the house, opening at its farthest end into a wide hall. The first door on our right opens into a cosy 
library (8x11), just the place to enjoy a quiet smoke and your favorite author. At the end of the hall we enter the parlor, a good-sized, 
pleasant room (11 x 14), which in its turn opens into the dining-room (12 x 15) by folding doors, so that they can be thrown into one, or by 

the modern arrangement of hangings at the doors, make a 
pleasing interior effect. At the left of the entrance hall is 
the sitting-room (12 x 15) with an octagon bay, while back 
of the dining and sitting-rooms runs the kitchen (10 x 14), 
conveniently reached from both by a small entry, but en- 
tirely cut olf from the front of the house.

This design is one of the most pleasing we have, both as to its exterior and interior arrangement. The little balcony above the porch 
gives an extremely picturesque appearance to the house, as well as affording a sheltered place in which to get the air, while the bay-window 
on the side shown, and a pretty veranda on the side which is not shown, break the side of the house in a very agreeable manner. 



FIRST STORY. 

The door opens from the side porch into a large hall, in the latest style, with the stairs going up at the end. These stairs are lighted by 
the square window shown in the front, and the hall is amply large to be furnished as a summer sitting-room. The parlor opens with sliding 

doors from the hall, and is 10.6 x 14 feet. It has three windows, and is a delightful 
rocm. To the left of the hall is the library, a room 10.6 x 18 feet, with bay-window 
and open fire-place, a charming apartment, opening into the dining-room by sliding 
doors. The dining-room is 10.6 x 14.4 feet, with wide window opening out on the 
veranda. The kitchen, which is well separated from the dining-room, thus keeping 
out all odors of cooking, is 9.6x12 feet. This is a very well ventilated room, 
Vvith two porches and two windows. The private stairs ascend from the kitchen.

$1200 BRICK HOUSES. 

These handsome and convenient little houses are made of 
pressed brick with cut stone trimmings. Each of them contains 
a parlor 11x12, a light dining-room 11x13, and a kitchen 9x10. 
The second floor, as arranged in these plans, is arranged for one 
front bed-room 13x14, a back bed-room 9x10, and a large and 
complete bath and toilet room. If desired, this second story, can 
be divided into three bed-rooms by taking some of the space 
from the front bed-room to make a small bath-room. These 
houses can be built on a 16-foot front, and are Si feet deep.

This is a very neat and pretty house, the exterior being made effective by the broken outlines, while the interior is spacious and very 
conveniently planned, it having nine rooms exclusive of the bath-room. 



FIRST STORY. 



The hall is a large and airy space 10 x 15.6, with the stair ascending in the corner ; a convenient arrangement. Folding doors open into 
the parlor (12 x 18), a very pretty, well lighted, and convenient room. All of the closet space taken up in it can be thrown into it, or the 
space at the end made into a recess. To the left of the hall you enter the sitting-room (lOx 13). This room has two windows in the end, ob 

has also the dining-room (12x 14), this latter also having a side window, 
which makes it a very light and pleasant room. It has an open 
fire-place, and a large pantry or china closet. The kitchen entrance 
to the di'iing-room is through another pantry. The kitchen is 13 x 12.6 ; 
a large, comfortable room, well lighted and convenient. Back of this 
is the laundry, with stationary wash-tubs. 

SECOND STORY. 

This contains two chambers, 12.6x14 each, with a convenient 
closet ; a chamber 12 x 12, and one 9 x 12, each with good closet. There 
is also a large linen closet and a bath-room 11.6x8. All of these 
rooms are well lighted, as are also the stairs. The attic can be divided 
in two, if desired.

This stately and striking design, with its many gables and bays, is one of the most approved which we offer, and is universally admired, 
both before and after being built, which is not always the case. It can be built at the moderate price named only by our special plans and 
specifications, but when these are followed we are sure the result will be satisfactory. 

FIRST STORY. 

A square porch affords entrance on a large, handsome and well-lighted hall, intended to be furnished and used as a room, in the style 
now so general ; the stair-case hall-way can be curtained off from this hall. To the right on entering, we pass into the parlor (13 x 16), a 
pretty apartment with bay and open fireplace. At the end of the hall is the dining-room (12 x 16), also with a bay and open fireplace.
